While Attempting to arrest three 
negro* s who were disturbing put>Hr 
worship »t Owl City, four miles east 
of Tiptonville, Tenn . at 11 o'clock 
Sunday morning. Deputy Sheriff ]no. 
Mall and Richard Rurrui, whom he 
had deputized to assist him. were 
both shot, and it ii believed that 
Hall will dit. 
The negroes escaped. 
Both the injured men live in Owl 
City. The negroes are three broth- 
er!, Jamei, Manhall and Kd San- 
berg, a n d are leg tided m bid 
characters. 

During the lervicet at the negro 
church at Owl City, the negroes 
created a disturbance by talking 
and laughing. It was kept up until 
members of the rhurrh notified De- 
puty Sheriff Hall, who summoned 
Hurrus and went to the rhurrh. 

They were not prepared for an 
armed resistance and mere taken by 
surprise. Neither of the officers 
tired a shot, but the negroes fired 
live shots as they were being led 
from the rhurch door. One of the 
shots struck Hall under the left eye 
and tanged downward intc the throat 
inflicting a wound Irom which he is 
eipected to die. Another passed 
through his right arm. He fell to 
the ground unconscious from the 
wounds. Burrus was in the act of 
drawing hia pistol when one of the 
negroes shot him in the back, ren- 
dering him helpless. He is serious- 
ly wounded, but is expected to re- 
cover.

Sixty Thousand Ton Liners. 

The White Star Line yesterday 
officially announced that the names 
of the second of its two great liners, 
which are to be built at Harland & 
Wolff's yard at Belfast, will be the 
Titanic. Incidently. it is announced 
that the tonnage of each vessel will 
be about 60,000, which is nearly 
twice that of the Mauretania, the 
largest vessel now afloat. 

The keel blocks for the first of 
these amazing ships, the Olympic, 
were laid down at Belfast last week, 
and work is how progressing on her. 
The keel blocks for the Titanic will 
be laid down early in January nest. 

Although it has been known that 
the White Stir Line contemplated 
building two ships that would eclipse 
anything afloat, the exact tonnage 
ha. not been known before, and the 
Olympic and Titanic will represent 
the greatest stride ever made in nav- 
al architecture. They will be near- 
ly 1,000 feet long, and about eighty 
feet broad, and while they will not 
be built for speed, they will, it i. ex- 
pected, be able to average twenty- 
one knots. They will be equipped 
with a combination of turbine and 
reciprocating engines. 

The cost of Uie two vessels will be 
about $17,5007)00. 

Great preparations have been go- 
ing on at Belfast for more than a 
year for the cocstroction of these 
giant vessels. Two new docks, each 
more than a thousand feet long and 
capable of bearing a weight of 75,- 
000 tons, have been built and the 
greatest gantry in the world has 
been installed. A large number of 
men who have been idle while the 
yard was being prepared for these 
boats will now be reemployed, and 
it is expected that the work on them 
will do much to relieve the distress 
threatened in Belfast during the com- 
ing winter. 

It is interesting to compare these 
two great ships with some of the 
other famous ships of their day. 

The tirst Cunard steamship to 
cross the Atlantic was the Britannia, 
which made the crossing in 1840. 
Her tonnage was 1,154, and she was 
207 ft. long. The Scotis, which was 
referred to a. an "ocean leviathan" 
in 18n2, had a tonnage of J.871. 

Still more interesting is the com- 
parison with the hist vessel of any 
kind that ever crosted the Atlantic 
-Columbus' Santa Maria, which 
was 60 feet long and had a tonnage 
of 'i'ii. It may also be mentioned 
that the tonnage of either the Titan- 
ic or Olympic will be more than the 
total tonnage of the Spanish Arm- 
ada, which was 59,l'iU s while the 
touuage of the English fleet which 
opposed it was less than half that 
amount.

Inheritartf e Tax l aw 

M.ir h misunderitanding exist* at 
to fx ti roncerning the operaiion nf 
.the inheritance tat law thai wai 
held to be conMitutional by the 
Court of Appeal*. The law does 
not apply to devisei maJe to the 
immediate family or any lineal de- 
scendants, but only applies to ettalet 
that are left to outsiders, comjs .ni'-s. 
corporationi or in trust for them 

The law provides that the Coun- 
iy Clerk shall certify to the Sheriff 
the amount of all devises that are 
subject to tax, and the Sheriff col- 
lects the money from the executor 
or administrator of the estate, 
tbe tax to be deducted by hlrn from 
the amount paid to each devisee. If 
tbe tax is paid within nine months 
after the death of the owner of the 
estate, a discount of 5 per cent will 
be allowed, but if not paid in 18 
months interest it the rate of 10 per 
cent will be ch irged for the time 
that it is overdue. 

All the tax goes to the State of 
Kentucky and, according to last 
year's collectk.i i, will not amount 
to such a large sum after all, as on- 
ly $12,904 wis collected for the last 
fiscal year ending June JO, 1908 
The total amount collected by the 
State since the law went into effect 
up to October 28 is $18,946.
